New Yorg, Sept. 3. —Two more cholera
infected ships dropped anchor in the Lower
Bav just after day break to-day, with a
record between them of nine deaths from
the disease on the trip across the ocean.
They were the Normannia and the Rugia,
both of the Hamburg-American line. Both
of them carried into port passengers ill with
o disease which Health Officer Jeukins be-
lieves is unguestionably cholera

At 11 o'clock to-night Dr. Jenkins, who
had just returned from a visit to the two
«hips, reported three more deaths since the
arrival of the vessels—two on the Norman-
nin and one on the Rugin This makes 12
deaths in sll on the two ships, They joined
their sister shup, the Moravia, which, with
the Stubbenhuk, another Hamburg-Amer-
jean boat, which got in to-day, but with no
cases of cholera aboard as far as is known,
makes four vessels of that line now lying in
the lower quarantine anchorage.

Three Vessels Arrive In Port,

The Stubbenhuk was the first of the three
Hamburg boats to get in. The Stubbenhuk
left guarantine for the Lower Bay at 6:10
o'clock, and ten minutes later the big Nor-
mannin, with ite 595 cabin passengers,
which had eome in on the Stubbenhuk, was
slso returned back to the Lower Bay. No
time was lost in finding out whether she
was & cholera ship ornot. Dr. Jenkins
wanted to be on the sale side and kept all
Hamvurz boats at & sate distance from New
York

They at once took all possible precantiona
to prevent the disease from spreading among
the other passengers on board the vessel
Notwithstanding their efforts, several other
cases of illness of like nature were soon dis-
covered, The surgeon took radical meas-
ures. He carefully isolated all the patients,
and personslly saw that the utmost care was
exercised by the persons engaged in nursing
them to svoid communicating the disease
to others.

There was great alarm among the passen-
gers when they learned that the dread dis.
ease had appeared on board the vessel. The
Captain did his best to sllay the fears of
the cabin passengers by sssuring them that
every effort would be made to keep the dis-
ense from spreading, and urged them to
give him every assistance in their power to
bring about that result

Then he turned his attention to the steer-
age, where the greatest danger was appre-

faet nf the quarantined vessels or islanda
None of the ers were
from the ship to the thd to-day.

The news of deaths and sickness on the
two vessels created confusion among the
steamship men downtown. On the Mari-
time Exchaoge it resulted in the cancelling
of several charters that had been made for
German ports, .

LOTTIE COLLINS ON BOARD.

Frisoners on the Normannia.

NEw Yorx, Sept. #.—This afternoon &
representative of Charles Frohman called
at the Hamburg-American Packet Com-
pany inquiring anxiously about Lottie
Colline. He said she would be on the Nor-

bhended. The ignorant steerage passengers
were completely panic-stricken upon learn-
ing that cholera had appeared among them.
The Captain and the surgeon ordered a care-
ful watch to be kept over them, In spite of
all precautions more cases soon developed.
The symptoms in nesriy all were alike,
Qnurantine Officors Board the Vesala.
The Normannia eame in through the Nar-
rows soon after 4 o’clock. Her sister ship,
the Rugis, had already been boarded and
sent down to the Lower Bay when the rep-
resentatives of the Health Office boarded
the Normannia. He remained on bosard
only a few moments, and then returned to
his own boat and was rowed back to the
quarsntine statien. He had ordered the
Normannisa to follow the Rugia down the
bay as soon as he learned of the deaths and
sickness on bosrd. The big steamship
cbeyed promptly and passed between the
forts within half an hour after the Rugia
had gone down. She took up her position
in the Lower Bay well below Hoffman
island,

The Rugia, the other pest ship of the
Hamburg-American Packet Company, left
Hamburg Angust 21. She had 98 eabin
and 436 steerage passengers on board.  She
touched st Southampton on her way over.
The first aeath oecarred s week after leaving
port. Carl Koenig, 39 vears of age, and
Bertha Hoenig, of the same nge, were taken
ill about the same time. They both died
Augugt 28 The symptoms of their illness
were alike and were sveh that the shin
surgeon immediately pronounced the dis-
ease cholerine,

The Capiain's ERorts of No Awvall,

Capiain Leithauser and the surgeon did
everything to prevent the spread ot the dis-
ease, but the ignoravee and recklessness of
the steernge passengers made their efforts of
noavail. Other cases of iliness of a similar
kind soon appeared and sevep more passen-
gers were (aken down with the disease.

The Rugia sarrived off Fire Island early
this merning and came on through the Nar-
rows to the quarantine station just afier
daybreak. She was the first vessel boarded
by Drs. Jenking and Tallmadge. As soon
as they inquired whether there had been
any illness on bosrd and bad sscertained
the true state of affairs, they ordered the
ship to the Lower Bay., BShe weighed an-
chor at 6:10 o'clock and took up an anchor-
sge a little south of the stesmship Moravia

Dr. Jeokins issued the strictest kind of
orders, and under no circumstances will be
sllow anyone to approach the vessels quar-
sntined,

Further cases sre anticipaied on the
Moravia also, salthough the two eonvales-
cents were reported doing well this morn-
ing.

Swinburne Island to Recelva the Pationts,

The patients on board the Normannia,
Buogia and Moravia would, it was eaid,

robably be transferred to Swinburne

sland to-day. Although the diagnosis in
ench case was cholerine, Dr. Jenkins did
not doubt that the scourge was cholera. He
says he continues hopeful of keeping the
disease in the Lower Bay. However, the
worst may be expecied, as in 1857 there
were over 50 deaths on the hospital islands
and very few sotual cases when the steer-
age was transferred,

At 12 o’cloek the doctors’ tug was board-
ing the City of Rome and the Umbria
They were trying to get rid of them in
order to have the harbor clear for further
arrivals. Even & worse state of affairs is
anticipated on the two additional vessels
expeeted from Hamburz within the next
week. They left later than to-day's arrivals
aud when the discase hiad made greaier rav-
ages in Hamburg. Almost all of the dead
and sick on the Kugia and Normannis hail
from Hamburg or nearby poris. A few
were residents of this country.

The quarentine officers are in a state of
nervous exeitement. It must be under-
stood that they are frighteved, but they
were hoping for the best, and the Norman-
nis was expected to get by safely.

Folitical Palle Are InefMsctive.

ACTION AT WASHINGTON.

Norfolk Threatens to Quarantine New York
—Dr, Jenkins' Assertion of Authority
Discossed—Spaunlding Says the Govern—
ment Can Prevent the Landing of Ships.

WASHINGTON, Sept 3—Dr. Wyman
has received a telegram from the gquaran-
tine officer at Norfolk, Va., stating that he
would declare & quarantine against New
York steamers if it is true that Dr. Jenkins
has refused to abide by the 20.day quaran-
tine oircular. A letter has been received
from Surgeon Wheeler, at Ellis’ Island,
stating that the President's order meets
with almost universal spproval.

The attitude of Dr. Jenkins, the New
York health officer, was the engrossing topie
in officiul sircles in this oity to-day. Fear
is expressed that the moral effect of it ma
be such as to have some influence on heal
officers st other porte. who may be led to
declare independence of the President’s
orderas Dr. Jenksns is reported to have
done. Assistant Seoretary Epaulding said
there is no oceasion for triction in the ad-
ministration of the quarantine regulations,
sud he did not think any existed.

Mr. Spaulding emd the Government,
through its customs service, could prevent
the landing of passengers and merchandise
if it was not satisfied with the length of
time u vessel was detained at quarantine by
the State officera The Government would
hesitate long, however, before taking such
& step ns that, after the vessel had been
relessed by the State officials, who would
be pretty sure to see that there was no dan-
ger of the introduction of cholers before

For fully 15 minutes the big Californian
stood beside the tallyho that brought him
and his trainers to the depot and shook
hands and received good wishes aud kind
words from all,

It was nothing strange that ladies pushed
through the big erowd and forced their way
up to the smiling fellow and extended their
dainty hands to him and wished him welk
One young Iady who early in the season
placed a neat little sum wuwpon the Cali-
fornfan winning the fight went up
to Corbett, and taking from wunder
her wrap & 12x8 American flag, made
of silk, presented it to him with her wishes
for his success. 'With a neat bow and a
smile the man who is ready to meet the
world's champion aceepted the flag, which
he will earry with him until after the fight.
As the train pulled out Corbett stood on the
rear end of the last car and waved his flag
to the crowd.

A Good-bys Kiss for Hig Wifa,

Corbett spent the morning in punching
the bag, playing baseball and hand-ball
Just before leaving he opened the band-ball
court and gave a frec exhibition of wrestling
with McVey, the heavy-weight wrestler. A
thousand people bad gathered at the cottage
to bid him adieu.

Just as Corbett was finishing his wrest-
ling with McVey a carriage drove up to the
cottage and out jumped a handsome young
woman. It was Corbeti’s wife, who had
come to give him & farewell kiss, Corbett's
last words to his friends, were: “TI will
never be whipped. ™

The Corbett special, which composed the
second section of the regnlar 3% hour lim-
ited of the Richmond and Danville Rail-
road, left Jersey Uity sharp at 445 P .

A
butcher bought the hide for £2, and imme-
diately closed with an offer of £5 for the
trophy, The marksman who shot the beast
has taken the head, horns and hoofs to
Chester for preservation. He has refused
au offer of £10 made by one of the grand
old man's admirers,. It may be added that
the teeth of the animal are finding a ready
market at balf a crown each.

This mercenary turn to his adventure
makes Mr, Gladstone fear that other owners
of wild cows may turn their animals into
Hawarden Park in the hope that they will
win a similar distinetion and counsequent
historieal value.

A Printer Gots the Worst of It While
